4. Explain the procedure producing pain and/or distress: 

These animats are non-target species (NTS) inadvertently caught in the pit fall 
and funnel traps set along side drift fences to catch amphibians for an amphibian 
atlas survey (protocol 156-D-03, 156-06). The cans and buckets used always have 
a small amount of water (1” to 2”) to keep the amphibians skin moist and often fill 
with rain. When a small mammal inadvertently falls into the trap, they run the risk 
of drowning. Wooden dowels have been installed in half of the cans and buckets 
to provide an escape route for these small mammals In order to reduce their 
mortality. 

This year it was reported that 2 animals were found alive and released from the 
trap unharmed. 

NTS mortality results from them falling into the trap, either unable to use the 
dowel placed within the trap to aid escape and drowning or falling into a trap that 
was without a dowel. 

5. Provide scientific justification why pain and/or distress could not be relieved. State 
methods or means used to determine that pain and/or distress relief would interfere with 
test results: 

When an animal dies presumably to drowning or exposure, the pain classification 
is always E. In this study, pain and distress could not be eliminated because the 
traps are set up to trap and keep the amphibians alive. The traps in this study 
were only left open for 12 to 24 hours and even with frequent monitoring animal 
mortalities happen because the small animals tend to die within 5-10 minutes of 
falling into the trap. Drift fences and pit traps are acceptable and effective 
methods for studying amphibians and eliminating them would have a large 
negative impact on the survey.
